G.H.S. Views Ever-Popular 
Tragedy of Macbeth.

Girls T High turned Shakespearean 
on Friday, March 1, as the students 
of Girls' High School had the pleasure 
of seeing "Macbeth" performed in 
Clara Barton Vocational High School. 

The play was performed by the 
New York Festival actors who, with 
the cooperation of the Board of Edu¬ 
cation, have been touring the 
schools of New York for the past 
two years performing Shakespearean 
plays in a program designed to en¬ 
lighten the minds of students and 
encourage their appreciation for 
literature and art. Last year Girls' 
High saw them perform "Julius 
Caesar" at J. H. S. 258. In addition 
to touring and performing in high 
schools, the Festival actors also 
perform in the summertime at 
Central Park. 

Macbeth was performed in the 
auditorium of Clara Barton on a 
stage setting expertly designed in 
the simple Elizabethan fashion that 
made one set easily appropriate to 
represent a variety of scenes. 

The audience seemed especially 
to enjoy the beginning of the play 
when Macbeth and Banquo encounter 
the three witches. In the striking 
lines of this scene, the witches tell 
Macbeth, "All hail Macbeth, that 
shalt be king here after, " and tell 
Banquo, "Thou shalt get kings 
though thou be none. " 


land or water, as if it were on an 
air cushion and the "Sunmobile", a 
model car chat illustrates one pos¬ 
sible method of using sunshine as a 
source of power. When the photo¬ 
electric cells on the hood of the car 
were stimulated by a 300-watt lamp, 
they converted the sunlight into 
electrical energy, which made the 
car move. 

Some of the demonstrations 
were the manufacturing of synthetic 
rubber in a pop bottle, a foam plas¬ 
tic used in car and airplane crash 
pads, and an adhesive which equals 
the binding power of rivets or metal 
welding in holding metal parts to¬ 
gether.

The acting displayed by Mr. 
Williams who played Macbeth, was 
very well done as he conveyed the 
meaning of the tragedy that had be¬ 
fallen Macbeth. The rest of the 
actors and actresses gave excellent 
portrayals also. 

The costumes the actors wore 
were very effective. The witches 
wore rags and long stringy wigs; 
Lady Macbeth wore the lovely green 
and white free-flowing gowns that 
were fashionable at the time. The 
male actors wore bright uniforms 
in purple and gold, with swords 
slung over their hips. 

While the play was being per¬ 
formed, some students were ob¬ 
served to follow the scenes in which 
Macbeth and Lady Macbeth spoke 
soliloquies with open copies of the 
play in their laps. 

The play had different effects on 
various students. One girl said, 
"I liked the witches the best." When 
asked why, she replied, "They were 
the most impressive, and I liked the 
scary feeling they gave the play. 
Their squeaky voices and their 
costumes were very effective. " 

Another student remarked, "I 
would have liked it better if 1 could 
have heard it more clearly. " This 
complaint seemed widespread. 

The week before the per¬ 
formance, the Girls' High School 
museum exhibited pictures of famous 
actors who have performed Macbeth. 
To add a touch of antiquity, one 
glass cabinet displayed the crown 
and jewel belt worn by Louis James 
in another performance of "Macbeth" 
many years ago.

The purpose of these aides is to 
replace teachers in duties such as 
hall patrols, lunchroom duty and 
study halls. While these aides are 
on such jobs, the teachers will have 
more time for educational work 
such as finding more pictures and 
visual aids to make classes more 
interesting. 

Everyone has her own opinion 
about these aides. Coming from a 
few students: "Some of them act as 
though they are your mother.

They are just not used to 
being watched.

They seem to cooperate." 

Coming from Mr. Green stein, 
"Up to this point the new plan is 
working very well. The aides are 
on the job, and are doing their jobs 
well. We have every hope that this 
plan will make it possible for our 
teaching staff to carry out a better 
instructional program for the bene¬ 
fit of all students."

One hundred and thirty-six girls received 
90% in one subject. Names of single award 
winners were not read aloud, because of the 
lack of time.

”T’is better to be silent and be thought a 
fool than to open your mouth and remove all 
doubt”. This axiom can especially be directed 
towards one’s public conduct which is of major 
import when representing your school. The re¬ 
statement of this truism is prompted by a par¬ 
ticular discrediting act which was committed 
by a Girls High student while representing her 
school at a public affair. 

The act, which was petty and immature, is 
not worthy of being chronicled here, but its 
disastrous effects are the motivation for this 
appeal. As a rule, when a person privately for¬ 
gets herself in a moment of excitement, no 
harm is done. But there are certain limits to 
the excitement one should permit one’s self 
when appearing publicly. An enthusiastic ex¬

That small second of weighty silence - and 
then the sudden burst of inconsequential chatter 
that is affected by all on-lookers - what, in 
effect, does this signify? Embarrassment pure 
unmitigated genuine embarrassment both for 
themselves, and for the poor kid who in a 
moment of weakness fell into that inviting trap 
of exhibitionism! 

But more important, how does the person 
who made that catcall feel directly after her 
sudden rather ostentatious show of emotion? 
The exhilaration she was experiencing which 
goaded her into that unfortunate display has now 
done the most head-spinning disappearing act! 
In its wake has come self-contempt, guilt, and 
a burning shame which seems all consuming, 
and makes her wish herself twenty miles hence.

He will not see me stopping here 
To watch his woods fill up with 
snow. " 

This, a stanza from one of Robert 
Frost’s best loved poems, is en¬ 
joyed by school children every¬ 
where. 

Robert Frost, the man, has pass¬ 
ed away, but his great work has not 
died with him. Instead, his death has 
made us realize how privileged we 
were to live in the era of such a 
great man. 

On his 88th birthday he added 
another honor to his famed collec¬ 
tion of honors when he was invited 
to recite a poem at the inauguration 
of President Kennedy. Among his 
Dther; honors is the Pulitzer pri^e 
for poetry. 

In tribute to him, the President 
said, "I felt that he had something 
to say to those of us who are oc¬ 
cupied with the business of govern¬ 
ment, that he would remind us that 
we were dealing with life, the hopes 
and fears of millions of people." 

The President then quoted a 
poem by Robert Frost, "Take Some¬ 
thing Like a Star. ’’ 

It asks of us a certain height , 

So when at times the mob is swayed 
To carry praise or blame too far 
We may take something like a star.
